LAST PUBLIC A 


PPEARANCE 


OF SAM JONES IN ATLANTA 


By Edward Young Clarke. 
HE last notable public appearance 
T of Rev. Sam Jones in Atlayta was 
at the close of the Tabernacle 
Bible conference in this city early this 
year. He spoke on Sunday afternoon, the 
19th of March, and electrified his au- 
dience with his humor and pungent say- 
ings from the time he began his address 
until he closed. 

It was a memorable occasion then and 
becomes more so now, that the great and 
good man has passed over the river. 

Hundreds had been turned away be 
cause there was no more room. On the 
platform with him at this meeting were 
Rev. Samuel Chadwick, of Leeds, Eng- 
land; Rev. Len G. Broughton, of At- 
lanta: Dr. A. C. Dixon, of Boston, and 
Dr. Arthur T. Pierson. 

Dr. Dixon, of Boston, introduced Mr. 
Jones and told of his great love and ad- 
miration for the man. His introduction 
was brief. He stated that in his opinion 
there was only ane Sam Jones and the 
audience would rather hear him than any 
words about him that any other man 
could utter. 

Mr. Jones delivered one of the master- 
pieces of his life. He talked practically 
oh the “Old Time Religion” and eulogized 
the mother of his youth and all thosg 
who clung to the religion of Christ in 
its old-time simplified form. And his au- 
dience was with him in all that he said, 
for they applauded his remarks every 
few moments. 


Extracts From Noted Sermon. 

Mr. Jones was so full of humor tiat 
hardly five minutes of his discourse was 
unbroken by some laughter-bringing re- 
mark.

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JUDGE ERNEST C. KONTZ 
MADE ELOQUENT SPEECH 


HE speech of Judge “Ernest CC 
Kontz at the German day exer- 
cises held yesterday afternoon at 

Piedmont Park was one of the features 
of the occasion. 
The speech in part is as follows: 


“As New England celebrated the land- 
ing of the Pilgrims, so do Germans and 
their descendants all over this conti- 
nent, commemorate with rejoicing the 
landing on October 6, 1683, of the first 
German emigrants on American soil. The 
Concord was the German Mayflower. 
It brought about forty souls. At the 
last census 10,484,980 of an entire white 
population of the United States amount- 
ing to 66,809,196, or about 1-6 was Ger 
man or of German descent, truly an.ag- 
sregate to be reckoned with. 

“Lest there be some who from these 
figures may fear these Germans in a 
political way, it may be mientloned, that 
they first settled in Pennsylvania at 
Germantown, which was chartered in 
1691, but that its incorporation was dis. 
solved soon after because no one of them 
would hold office. And while it must be 
admitted that some of their descend- 
ants, both dn Penrslyvania and else- 
where, havé been known to become in- 
fected by the contagious atmosphere of 
this ‘the land wf the free and the home 
of the brave,’ the German people as such 
prefer the peaceful pursuits of private 
life to the lime-light of ublic station. 

“That they *are peacable and indus- 
trious is best attested by the fact that 
Germany, only jittle more than four times 
the size of Georgia and 50,000, square 
miles less in area than the state of Texas 
supports a happy and prosperous 
population of 60,000,000 people. | 

“When they come to us they make 
permanent citizens, they make good 
neighbors and good friends. They come 
not as the ancient Mohammedan, offering 
the koran or the sword, but as Ruth to 
Naomi, so to America they say: ‘Thy 
people shall be my people and thy God 
my God.’ 

“They nowhere ask the breaking down 
of local laws or institutions; but only an 
opportunity for the education of their 
chiidren, and an equal chance in the 
pursuit of happiness; and I may also 
add without fear of successful contradic- 
tion that those states contatning the 
greatest number of them have in the 
past century made greatest progress both 
in educational’ and material resources. 

“And so while American Germans 
celebrate October 6—and while all may 
take pride in the part which the Ger- 
mans of North Carolina took in inspir- 
ing the declaration known as the Meck- 
lenburg Declaration of Independence, 
which was signed at Chaflotte, May 20, 
1775, more than a year before the decla- 
ration of Philadelphia—we of Georgia 
should hold in highest honor the Iith 
day of March, 1734, when the Purisburg 
four Georgian German (‘Mayflower’) 
landed with the Saltzburgers at Savan- 
nah; and those, Americans who still have 
any question as to the loyalty of Ger- 
mans, past, present or future, should 
read the declaration made, during the 
revolution by the Saltzburgers at Ehbe- 
nezer. Said they: © “We have experienced 
the evils of tyranny in our native coun- 
try: for the sake of Hberty we have left 
home, jands, houses, estates, and have 
taken refuge in the wilds of Georgia, 
shall we now again submit to bondage” 
No! we will not.’ Bismarck said: “We 
Germans fear God, but nothing else in 
the world,” and he only who knows the 
German character as Bismark knew it 
knows how irrevokable their determina- 
tion, and what a world of meaning was 
in their words, ‘we will not.’ Some 
twenty-seven or more Moravians, a very 
small proportion, did for conscience sake 
refuse to take up arms, an act requiring 
greater moral heroism than that which 
bares the breast to the blasts of war; 
but as a whole*so loyal were the Ger- 
mans to the colonies that when in 1777 
the first constitution of Georgia was 
adopted, it was John Adam Treutien, one

Spoke at German Day Exercises 
Yesterday.

‘was dominated by them, with a territory 
of some 30 miles front on the Savannah 
and !6 miles depth, with its population 
running well into the thousands, 
had business enough during any term to 
require a sitting of more than two days. 

“There is no American truly but the 
red man, and nought but prejudice and 


merely pecause he or his ancestors come 
from beyond the seas, for this is com- 
‘mon to all, and there can be no just 
,test wpon this continent but the Amer!i- 
‘can spirit, and persona] loyalty to its 
‘best traditions. . 

“Then hold high your heads ye sons 
and daughters’of the land of Gutenberg, 
of Luther, of Wagner, of Goethe, or Von 
Moltke, of Koch, and of Bismark; re- 
joice that ye are of that Teutonic blood 
that has ever been fn the vanguard of 
every movement for the advancement of 
the civilization of the world, and here 
under these sunny skies, resolve, each 
for himself, that the escutcheon of a 
‘noble ancestry shall remain bright for- 
‘ever, -and that you will plant not the 
banner of your fathers, but those quali- 
ties which have been the heritage of a 
great people, upon the battlements of 
still more glorious achievement.”

S. BR. Cockrill Fined §100 and Held 
in $1,000 Bond—Two Others 
Bound Over—Nacorder Takes 
Occasion to Deliver 
an Opinion. 


The recorder was called. upon yester- 
day morning to investigate an assault 
which was made on a poliecman at the 
corner of Walton and Peachtree streets 
Saturday evening. 

S. R. Cockrill, traVeling salesman’ for 
the Underwood Typewriter Company, 
was held on the charge of resisting and 
assaulting Officer Pearson, who attempt- 
ed to arrest him. When the. evidence 
developed the fact that H. E. Jockey 
and 8. P. Rowland, who also-—work for 
the. Underwood Typewriter Company, 
were with Cockrili at the time, cases 
were ordered made against them. 

Officer Pearson testified that he saw 
Cockrill and another young man eén- 
gaged in an altercation on the corner of 
Peachtree and Walton streets and he ap. 
proached them and told them to desist 
and move on. 

“Cockrill,” stated the officer, “asked 
me, with an oath, what I had to do with 
it. I told him I was an officer, which 
he could well see as I was in full uni- 
form and with a badge. He. continued 
to talk back at me and I was forced to 
take hold of him to place him under 
arrest. I saw him run his hand into his 
pocket and as he withdrew it I struck 
at it and he stumbled and fell to the 
sidewalk. | was bending over him when 
some one placed his knee in my back 
and caught me by the throat with both 
hands. The marks of his finger nails 
sare stillon my throat, I half raised cand 
idrew my billle as I was about to be 
‘choked to death. Then another young 
'man snatched my billie from my hand. 
‘I jumped up and saw that four or fivé 
‘men were assaulting me. 

“Cockrill rushed up to me and struck 
'me a blow in the mouth. I drew my 
pistol and struck Cockrill on the head. 
| This caused the crowd to surge back and 
‘I had fighting. room. Just then four or 
five men caught hold of Cockrill and 
ran with him up the street. I ran #und 
'the crowd and headed them off. By 
‘this time assistance came, as other of- 
|ficers arrived. I had both Cockrill and 
‘the man who choked me, but the latter 
‘escaped. I know who he {s and will get 
him if he stays in .wn.” 

Corroborated the Officers. 

Two witnesses, disinterested citizens, 
who had volunteered to testify, stated 
‘that they saw most of what had occurred 
and the officer's story was correct. 

Cockrill denied that he had struck the 
officer until a pistol had been drawn. 
‘He sald that he had done nothing and 
did not know an officer was speaking to 
/ him. 

“He just rushed upon’ me,” he said, 
“and I did not attack him until he had 
irst attacked me.” 

Jockey and Rowland testified for 
'Cockrill. They denied that they had 
taken part in the assault on the officer, 
but admitted that they took hold of 
'Cockrill to get him out of trouble, 
| Attorney Van Aster Batchelor repre- 
‘sented Cockrill and pleaded for leniency 
‘on the ground that the brusque manner 
‘tin which the officer had approached the 
'defendant provoked the difficulty. 

Roast Given by Recorder. 

‘This was a most outrageous affair,” 
remarked the recorder. “I don’t blame 
the officer for drawing ‘ils pisto!. If I 
had been him I would have drawn the 
‘pistol and shot ft, too. An officer's 
‘pistol is meant only for self-defense, 
but, it is time to use it when a crowd js 
assaulting him. I would have shot until 
every chamber was empty. People must 
respect the law. It is my opinion that 
there hasn’t been enough shooting in 
the city lately: It looks like there are 
still some people whe want to trample 
‘en the law and run rovgh-shod over 
ithe police. I will fine Cockrill $100 
‘and hold him in a $1,000 bond for as- 
saulting the. officer. I will not fine 
Jockey and Rowland, but will hold them 
in $200 bonds for assault and battery. 
i Witnesses have stated here that the 
lother man in. the crowd was George 
McClellan and I instruct the police to 
‘arrest him and bring him into court.” 

Attorney Batchelor stated that the fine 
would be paid and the bonds be given, 
‘but the case might be appealed.

Roy Knabenshue, Airship Inventor,

Roy Knabenshue, airship inveytor and 
Owner of the airships now at Piedmont 
Park, arrived yesterday and with his 
coming, Navigator Charles K. Hamilton 
made the most remarkable and most 
Sensational flight ever seen in the south. 

As has happened on two of three oc- 
easions, there were some delays during 
the preparetion and it was just 5:12 
o’clock yesterday afternoon when he gave 
the signal to let go and Mr. Knabensfiue 
eave the ship a send-off. First Mr. Ham- 
iiton made straight for the tall zephyrs 
and did not stop until he had gotten the 
ship well over 100 feet above the earth. 
Then ‘he started out over the race track, 
made @ complete circle as quickly anu 
as gracefully as a bird, it seemed to the 
spectators below. Returning high over 
the aerodrome which he had left, he 
started for the business portion of the 
city. Straight out Peachtree the sailed, 
and again several belated birds darted 
viciously at the big monster that was 
usurping their hitherto undisturbed 
realm. 

Mr. Hamilton made his trip to the busi- 
ness district of the city, straight out 
Peachtree in his airship and- was the 
first to make the trip down this thor- 
oughfare easily and smoothly during the 
past few years. But more than a. hun- 
dred feet above the holes in the asphalt, 
Mr. Hamiltop could afford to laugh at 
the jumping and bobbing teams, wagons 
and automobiles.
